W a sh in g to n, Ja ly 17th.—The House 
Committee on Im m igration to-day heard a 
statem ent by Dr. Várdi, of this city, him- 
seH a native of Italy, upon the subject of 
the "Padrone” system. 
H is statem ents 
m ainly were in refutation of those made 
by the preceding witnesses respecting the 
existence of Italian 1 slave labor in this 
country. H e lived nearly forty years in 
the U nited 8tates. and Dever yet found an 
Italian who worked under a "padrone.-’ 
The Italians were not fools and not to be 
gulled so easily into surrendering them ­ 
selves into slavery. The Italian Govern­ 
m ent appointed a Commission to examine 
the emigration system, and as a result a 
law was passed, which, while recognizing 
personal rights, guarded 
against unre­ 
stricted emigration, assisted by unw orthy 
persons for personal gain. 
Prohibition 
was placed npon the immigration of any 
class of persons whose im m igration was 
forbidden by the laws of the country to 
which they sought to go. Italy needed all 
her citizens, and was doing all she could 
to keep them . 
As a m atter of fact, for 
sobriety, intelligence and skill, the Italians 
in New York were not a fair sample. 
Representative Oatee, who had been a 
member of the Ford Committee of the last 
Congress, said there was little doubt that 
the Italian restrictive laws cited by Dr. 
Verdi, which had not been in operation 
before this year, would be of great benefit 
in preventing the im m igration of an unde­ 
sirable element.

The canneries at K arluk are reported as 
having a big catch. Two thousand cases 
of salmon have already been shipped from 
there. 
The arrival of the George W . Elder at 
Victoria, from Alaska, was heralded with 
considerable delight. The vessel on its 
last trip to Sitka had a narrow escape from 
a serious disaster. On her way 10 Sitka 
she grounded in the W hite Stone Narrows, 
situated fourteen miles from port. Sbe 
struck hard, and the tug Baranoff had to 
be sum moned to release the vessel and tow 
her into deep water. 
The schooner Sitka is reported to be at 
Sitka with a catch of fifty fur seal skins. 
On June 16th the United States Fish 
Commission 
steamer Albatross 
was at 
Ounalaski. Captain Tanner stated that a 
running survey had been made of the sev­ 
eral groups of islands from Protection 
Point to Fort Alexander. 
At the same tim e there were in port in 
Ounalaski the Arago, Bear, Dora and St. 
Paul. The Bear subsequently proceeded 
on a cruise to Behring Sea. 
The Albatross has sailed for Bristol Bay, 
where several surveys will be made. 
The sealer Undaunted put in at Kayak 
for supplies not long ago, with news that 
no seals had been taken. Several other 
sealers, whose names are not known, had 
the same report to make. 
The Central Alaska Commercial Com­ 
pany is removing its cannery from Kayak 
to Tin Point. 
By a private dispatch to thia city to-day 
the first news of the season regarding the 
catch of the Pacific Coast contingent of the 
New Bedford whalers is received. 
The 
dispatch is from Captain Shockley, of the 
bark Tamerlane, which left here in March 
last. 
H e reports that bis cruise has ex­ 
tended along the coast of Kodank. The 
season thus far has been a profitable one. 
At the date of the dispatch the Tam erlane 
had captnred three whales, m aking a yield 
of 225 barrels of oil and 3,000 ponnds of 
whale bone. 
The Tamerlane will take a 
supply of provisions and proceed on a new 
whaling cruise.

R ear-A dm iral Hotham Interview ed

V icto ria (B. O.) JhIv 17th —Her Majes­ 
ty s steam ship W arspite, the flagship of the 
North 1’acitic Squadron, with Rear-Ad­ 
miral H otham aboard, arrived here this 
afternoon. The Admiral was received w ith 
a salute fired by H er Majesty's steam ship 
Champion. 
He was seen on board the flagship by a 
correspondent, who interviewed bun chiefly 
in regard to the suggestive movement of 
warships to protect Canadian vessels in 
Behring Sea. 
The Admiral has not yet had an oppor­ 
tunity to complete his perusal of the mass 
of correspondence that awaited him here, 
but he stated emphatically that he had as 
yet received no instructions to send any of 
the fleet to the north to protect British ves­ 
sels from seizure by American cutters, or 
to retake any that m ight be seized in Beh­ 
ring Sea. 
H e considered the matter, principally, 
from what he had read of it in the papers, 
purely one for diplomatic negotiations, am i 
he had yet to learn what new phase had 
presented itself that would suggest the pos­ 
sibility oi war ships being required to taka 
a hand in the adjustm ent of tbe difficulty. 
H e conld hardly see how the U nited 
States could establish a tenable claim to 
close tbe Behring Sea, and thonght that 
the Canadian interests must win in th e 
diplomatic fight now progressing 
The latest naval otders. so far as h e 
knew, were those of two years ago, in 
which it was stated that war ships m ight 
be required to patrol Behring strait. 
No­ 
ship was ever sent to do this work, but in 
the event of one being required there w ere 
plenty in Esqnim auli now ready to leave 
at once. 
On taking command of the squadron, it 
was only natural for him to want to »ee as 
many of his ships as possible at tbe sum ­ 
mer headquarters at Esquim alt. 
This 
was the 
only reason 
he 
could give 
for the present appearance of so m any 
ships in port. 
Only two more are wanted 
to complete the squadron—the Acorn and 
the storeship—which are both now at H on­ 
olulu. 
W hile his information on the subject 
and on the points of international law 
would not justify an opinion, he thonght it 
somewhat strange that the sealers that had 
been ssized had been stripped of their con­ 
tents, the sealskins being removed to cut­ 
ters. and then apparently allowed to es­ 
cape. 


A N o te to th e S u lta n . 
L ondon, July 17th.— Prim e Minister 
Stambuloff, who is the virtual Dictator of 
Belgium, is said to be preparing another 
note to tbe Sultan, more energetic than the 
former one, to the effect that Bulgaria will 
prom ptly assert its independence unless 
Prince Ferdinand is recognized, repeating 
his demand for the religious autonomy o f 
the Bulgarians in Macedonia. The Sultan, 
according to advices from Constantinople, 
has well grounded 
suspicions that the 
Bulgarians mean to annex Macedonia at 
the first opportunity. 
H o n o rin g a S ta te s m a n . 
L o n d o n , July 17th.—A tablet in m em ­ 
ory of the late Mr. Dallev, the A ustralian 
statesman, was unveiled 
at St. P aul's 
Cathedral to-day by Lord Rosebery. 
H is 
lordship made an address, in which he 
called attention to the tact that this was th e 
first memorial ever erected in the cathe­ 
dral to a colonist. This, be said, was, 
therefore, a milestone in the path of those 
having faith in the federation of the em­ 
pire. 


IN FAIR CAPAY. 


A C o lo n y o f F ru it-g ro w e rs to L o c a te a b 
T a n c rr d . 
[San Francisco Bulletin, July 17th ] 
The attractions of rural Die in California 
have just drawn together into an organized 
company a num ber of Oakland and Berk­ 
eley people, who plan to sprout their for­ 
tunes in the new colony of Tancred, Yolo 
county. Tbeir chosen location is abont 109' 
miles from this city, in the center of Capay 
valley, a district that has great claims to 
horticultural notice as an early fruit dis­ 
trict. 
The Southern Pacific extended its Clear 
Lake division from Madison into the val­ 
ley named some two years ago, and since 
then Land Ageut Mills has been locating 
m any fruit farmers along the railroad line. 
Yesterday the sale of 373 acres, comprising 
the located town site and colony of T an­ 
cred, was made to these cross-bay folks, 
who are satisfied that united effort in the- 
spot chosen will result both pleasantly and 
profitably for them. They plan to put in 
table grapes, prunes, apricots and 
snclv 
other truits as experience shows do best in 
that region. Grapes ripen there, as old 
vineyards on tbe Cadanassa and other 
ranches demonstrate, remarkably early. 
Last season Zinfandels w ere purple tnere 
and ready lor the wine crusher by the m id­ 
dle of July. 
The sale to the colonists is made under 
contract conditions tor permanent and im ­ 
mediate im provement of the property. A 
clause in the contract reads ; 'T h is con­ 
tract is entered into upon the representa­ 
tion of the parties of the second part that 
they intend at the earliest practicable op­ 
portunity to plapt Raid land, or a reasona­ 
ble proportion thereof, to fruit trees, and to 
enter upon such cultivation as will m ake 
it suitable for homes and places of resi­ 
dence. The improvement of the land by 
the parties of the second part is. therefore, 
ot the essence of this contract and is a part 
of the consideration to accrue to the party 
of the first part. The parties of tbe secoud 
part, therefore, agree within a reasonable 
time to improve said land, and if they fail 
to improve said land, os specified, w ithin 
one year from date hereof, theu this con­ 
tract will be forfeitable at the option of th e 
party of the first part.” 
The acquired property comprises eighteen 
sub divisions of about twenty acres oach. 
It is deep alluvial soil, and graceful oaks, 
such as form the 
Napa valley's chief 
charm , dot the colony tract. Cache creek 
flows through the property. 
No intoxicat­ 
ing liquors will be sold in the new tow n. 
Charles E. Snook of Oakland is the chief 
organizer of the project. The colony com­ 
pany is regularly incorporated as "T h e 
Western Colonization and Im provem ent 
Company.”

SWI1MIIG BATHS. 


OF AWNINGS AND SIDEWALKS. 


Some flimsy objections have been raised 
to th e rolling screen awnings. 
Now th e 


R e c o r d - U n i o n is not concerned in th e 
m anufacture or sale of any p articu la r 
kind of sun shade. 
I t is only concerned 
in seeing th e old post aw nings tak en down, 
lor th e sim ple reason th a t on one side of 
all streets th ere is no need for aw nings at 
all, and on th e o th er side th e absence of 


th e post aw ning can be su pplied by sev­ 
eral styles of lig h t and orn am en tal shades. 
T he best of these, because th e m ost d u ra­ 
ble and least likely to get ou t of rep air or 
become shabby, as cloth shades sjieedily 
do, are rolling m etal screens, o r perm anent 
iron hanging screens. 
T h e first are th e 
b e s t; th ey are m ade of overlapping strips 
of th in m etal 
loose riveted, w hich roll 
around a shaft h ung in sockets over the 
doors or windows, or along th e en tire bus­ 
iness front. 
A sim ple crank device is 
used to roll them up out of th e way. T hey 


w ill no t burn, do not rot, ere strong and 
never w arp out of shape or become shabby. 


In case of tire they are quickly rolled up 
and th e firem en have free access to the 
front of th e building. 
T hey have been in 
use for m any years in San Francisco, New 
Y ork and E astern 
tow ns generally for a 
q u a rte r of a century, are n ot controlled by 
any m onopoly, and are not th e subject of 
speculation a w hit 
m ore th an are th e 
cloth folding aw nings, or th e post abom ­ 
inations. 


I t is th e easiest th in g in th e w orld for 
those w ho do not w ant to im prove th e ap­ 


pearance of th e city to raise objections 
and pick flaws in propositions of advance­ 
m ent, 
So far as aw ning im provem ents are 
concerned the m ovem ent is now udder 
headw ay, and it is going ahead despite th e 
fears and doubts, and ifs and buts of the 
querulous, and th e ,:sloue-in-the-m ill-bag’’ 
m en. 
One doubter, w ho claim s to be a 
scientific and traveled m an and o u g h t to 
know better th an to suggest such absurd­ 
ity, asks if th e firem en w ill have any bet­ 


ter footing on th e m etal and slan tin g aw n­ 
ings th an on th e old style. 
Bless th e in ­ 
nocent m an’s soul, one of th e very p u r­ 
poses of having m ovable or rolling aw n­ 


ings to supplant th e [>ost nuisances, is to 
give th e firem en freedom to get upon and 
in to buildings. T he foldingaw ning is turned 
up against th e house front in an in stant 
and secured in its box or cover, th u s leav­ 
ing sixteen feet betw een th e electric wires 
aud th e building in w hich to erect ladders. 
.As it is now, th ere are several places in 
th e city w here it is n ex t to im possible to 
erect ladders from th e street against house 
fronts, because th e w ires run along and 
com pletely blockade th e aw ning fronts. 
B u t these objections to w hich we refer are 
p urile. 
A ny m an w ith h a lf an idea in his 
head know s w hat 
is m eant by a folding 
sun shade for a house front, and if there 
rem ain any who have not heard or seen 
of such shades, let them o]>en any m agazine 
or illu strated paper containing pictures of 
street scenes in th e E ast, and th ey will not 
fail to notice th e aw nings to w hich we re ­ 
fer. 


T he tru th is th a t th ere ou g h t to be no 
h esitatio n w hatever by th e city au th o rities 
in condem ning th e objectionable aw nings 
in th e city, one h a lf of w hich are unsafe, 


an offense to th e sig h t aud a [Kisitive d e tri­ 
m ent to th e city in m any ways. 
A t th e 
sam e tim e th e au th o rities should condem n 
all th e old corduroy sidew alks on business 
streets, and give owners six m onths, or less, 
in w hich to replace them w ith som ething 
th a t can 
be trod w ith safety, if not w ith 
com fort. 
As proof of th e necessity for 
such action let us relate one conversation 
on th e subject. 
A visitor from a neiglibor- 
ing city who is surprised at th e slowness 
w ith w hich such im provem ents as are 
needed here are pushed, th e o th er day 
asked an ow ner of shaky, d ilap id ated and 
insecure sidew alks on th e no rth side of K 
street, why in th e nam e of comm on decency 
he did not rep air them . 


“ 1 cannot,” replied th e landlord, “ the 
city forbids it— I will 
have to pu t down 
new ones of o th er m aterial.” 
“ W ell, w hy not do it now ?” was asked, 
and th e reply was significant: 
“O h, I will, some tim e. 
I t won’t cost 
any m ore then, th an now, m aybe not so 
m uch, and th ough these w alks have tieen 
condem ned twice, th ey don’t 
push you 
here. 
You see, they condem n, b ut th ey 


let things run on, and I'm going to let my 
w alks go as long as th ey let m e.” 
Is any com m ent necessary upon such a 


tru th fu l confession and frank statem ent. 


UNWISE MANIFESTATIONS. 


In th e N ational T em perance Congress 
several m em bers 
in 
th e ir rage declared 
th e ir desire to spit upon th e C onstitution 
and stam p upon it w ith th e ir boot heels. 
T here was no one holding these w orthy 
gentlem en from m aking th a t dem onstra­ 
tion of anger. H ad th ey spat and stanqied, 
th e nation would not have turned aside to 
notice th e action, save in p ity. 
T h e tru th 
is th e intem perance of the 
C ongress 
disgusted 
some of th e most 
th oughtful m em bers, and one, M r. G ra­ 
ham , has apologized in a p rin ted le tter to 
those he induced to tak e p art in it." T h e 
trouble is, th a t th e p h ilan th ro p y of these

o f m ethod. 
D runkenness is an evil, how 
sh all it be prevented ? 
T h a t is th e p re ­ 


m ise and th e inquiry of conclusion of th e 
w hole m atter. 
W hatever m e'hod 1“ best, m ust m ake it 


effective, have liehind it th e sentim ent of 
th e people such as fortifies any o th e r 
effective m ethod of 
organized society. 


W hen, therefore, a tem perance Congress 
condem ns all men who are not in accord 
w ith a single proposed m ethod, it repels 
a sentim ent w hich it ought to cu ltiv ate. 
“ T o 1* rig h t is to l>c radical,” is an ep i­ 
gram th a t does not apply in th e tenqier- 
ance cause, but “lie rig h t and wise in th e 
rig h t,” is a fitter m otto for a reform ation 
p .irtv th a t has to deal w ith m en’s ap p e­ 
tite s la th e r th an w ith th e ir |K>litical l>e- 
liefs. 
C ertainly sp ittin g on th e C onstitu­ 
tion or g rin d in g it under th e heel on con­ 
vention floors, are n ot m ethods to be ap­ 
prove.! in th e w orking of reform s that 
calf for calm and dcliiierate m anifestations 


of wisdom.

The R kcord-U nion has for two years 
pressed the subject upon public attention 
of establishing warm and cold sw im m ing 
baths in this city, but not nntil last even­ 
ing was there aDy positive action taken 
looking to realization o f the idea, one 
which is universally com mended, and to 
which no citizen has ever 
raised the 
slightest objection. 
The benefits of snch an institution are 
alm ost countless, and the only reason why 
they have not been eDjoyed here is that 
the right start has not been made. 
Three 
sw im m ing baths have been put up in Sac­ 
ramento. 
The first was destroyed by fire, 
the second was a float in the river and ill- 
adapted to general uses, the third was 
dim inutive and fell into use by disreputa­ 
ble people, and that killed it. 


TH E M EETING 
Of last nig h t was called by th e Recokd- 
U niob to assem ble at Y . M. I. H all, the 
Bole purpose of th is jo u rn al being to have a 
test m ade w hether th e people w ould act 
w hen the opp o rtu n ity offered to secure 
line, 
large, w ell-conducted 
sw im m ing- 
baths. 
O ur evening contem porary, the 
Bee, last n ig h t cordially indorsed th e call 
and gave it its sincere support, testifying 
thereby to public spirited m otive, and its 
conviction ot the great need for the baths. 
T here v ^ s a good attendance at th e m eet­ 
ing and a com m endable spirit show n. 
C. 
A. Y oerk, of the firm of M ohr & Y oerk 
and H all, L uhrs & Co., was called to the 
chair and J. A. W oodson was chosen Sec­ 
retary. 
On taking th e chair Mr. Y oerk 
expressed him self em phatically in favor of 
establishing the baths, and expressed the 
hope th at th e m ovem ent w ould result in 
th eir im m ediate establishm ent.

p h alt coated, 40x80 feet each, w ith 75 or 100 
dressing-room s, aud all covered by a h an d ­ 
som e building and supplied w ith oil needed 
fixtures and paraphernalia; th at $250 a 
m onth w ould cover all possible operating 
expenses; that w ith sale of privileges in ­ 
cluded, 
th e 
incom e, 
at 
as 
low 
an 
estim ate 
as $10 
a day, average 
front 
adm issions, th e in v estm en t w ould 
nay 
from 7 to 8 per cent, on the subscribed 
slock o f $15,o0o 
T hese estim ates were 
based on the calculations of safe business 
m en. 
A. B onnheim said he was w arm ly in 
favor of establishing the baths. 
H e was 
satisfied th at it w ould pay. 
H e was glad 
t hat the R e c o rd U n io n and Bee agreed upon 
th e m atter, aud cordially urged action. 
W hen the baths are b u ilt and p u t upon a 
paying basis, his idea would be to give 
them to the city to ow n ju st as it does the 
b ree L ibrary. 
O nly a few can go aw ay 
front the cily to enjoy sw im m ing-baths; 
the m any m ust stay here and long for that 
they are deprived of, a great privilege, a 
sanitary benefit and an acconiD lishm ent. 
T he baths m ust be w ell built, covered by 
an attractive building, n o to n e highly o rn a­ 
m ented, but one com fortable, neat and 
pleasing to view and occupancy. 
A gen­ 
tlem an had said to him th e other day, he 
w ho learns how to sw im has added 


NEW SECURITY TO H IS L IF E , 
E very m an, w om an and child ought to 
be taught th e invigorating, healthful, de­ 
lightful exercise. 
H e had w ritten and as­ 
certained th e cost of th e beautiful, indeed, 
elegant three-tank Del M onte Baths, and 
to liis surprise the w hole outfit cost but 
$16,000. 
But such tan k s were not large 
enough to accom m odate our population. 
On th e o th er h and we did no t need sucfi 
costly structures, but ours m ust be attrac­ 
tive to be appreciative; m ust be neat, clean, 
well conducted and provision m ade for a 
separate tan k for the ladies.

deep w ater, go to th e bottom , w hile mi st 
anim als sw im , aud th u s th e best endowed 
of beings, in m ost cases, lacks ability to 
preserve life from drow ning. 
H e him self 
was a sw im m er an d 
knew how easy 
it is to 
learn. 
H e had contestea in 
m atches 
and 
knew 
how 
well 
such 
en tertain m en t 
could 
be 
carried 
on 
here, and w hat enthusiasm it aw akens. 
A 
score of citizens had said to him they 
would take stock in a sw im m ing-bath 
schem e here. 
H e knew it could be m ade 
to pay. 
T he baths m ust be large, well- 
kept, exclusively for decent people, and 
should be under attractive cover. 
H e 
nam ed citizens w ho had authorized him to 
give the m eeting th eir support, and to say 
how m uch they dreaded to have tbeir sons 
bathe in the treacherous river. 
T he Secretary here said th at D r. S im ­ 
m ons sent his cordial indorsem ent and re­ 
gretted th at duty prevented his attendance. 
Mr. D ale said he had found th e cost for 
the lum ber for the tw o tanks, 80x40 each, 
w ould be $1,000 each. 
T h at was less than 
bad been estim ated. 
H e urged the m eet­ 
ing to go ahead and assured it th at the 
people w ould guarantee th e schem e suc­ 
cess. 
THOMAS HAGUE 
Spoke of the benefits of the baths and his 
experience in teaching sw im m ing, and re­ 
ferred to the dangers of river bathing. 
H e 
favored the plan for th e good of the 
city. 
As to locations there were vari­

spoken 
of. 
Mr. 
Pierson, 
of th e gas and electrical com pany, had told 
him th at for not m ore th an $75 a m onth 
all hot and cold w ater f«ower w ould be 
supplied trom the com pany’s w orks if laud 
could be bad in th at section. 
T his would 
cut out the cost of pum ps and engine and 
engineer fees. A street railw ay will soon be 
run dow n Second to Q or R street. 
Mr. 
H ague said he had land near there th at 
could be bad ; it was high, and had fine 
drainage. 
Mrs. Crocker had a block near 
by. two blocks nearer the center o f town 
and of fine location, and she w ould surely 
sell lots in it at a low figure for the p u r­ 
pose. 
As for him self, he had no ax to 
grind and w ished it distinctly understood 
th at he did not come into the m ovem ent to 
sell land. 
H e w anted th e best site selected 
to insure the bslbs being a success and the 
greatest benefit to the people of his hom e 
city. 
He advised appointing a com m ittee 
to w hich should be referred the whole 
m atter of the plan and subscription.

E. B. W illis said he liked the idea of n 
com m ittee as suggested by Mr. H ague, and 
th at it sbouid consist of three or five and 
confine itseif to stock subscription and not 
let sites, of w hich there are a dozen or 
m ore good ones, cut any figure yet. 
H e 
believed enough stock w ould be taken as a 
paying investm ent. 
H e referred to the 
great benefit of such baths, and th e scores 
w ho go aw av at great co9t to erjo y sw im ­ 
m ing bath9. 
He was resolved, w ith other 
parents, th at his son should be taught to 
sw im , but now he had to go to A lam eda to 
teach him . 
H e expres& d him self w arm lv 
in favor of rapid action. 
T he stock once 
subscribed th e baths can be speedily opened 
to the public. 
H e agreed w ith Mr. Bonn- 
beini th at they m ust be well built, well 
fitted aud attractively covered and m ade a 
pleasure reaor’. 


A SAN FRANCISCAN S VIF.W. 
W ben I cam e in to your city, said Mr 
A drian R 
S m ith, th e representative of 
C-oit. Barton & Cowles, I asked w here are 
the sw im m ing b ath s? 
I was told there 
w ere none here, and I fell disgusted. 
H e 
had been invited to com e to the m eeting 
and say if coating wood tanks w ith asphalt 
w as a good plan. 
H e replied yes, and if 
needed his firm w ould do it, but it was a 
m ere trifle of cost to treat tne planks as 
piles are treated to prevent decay and resist 
the terredo. 
But h e bad no ax to grind; 
but be had been asked to give his views. 
In response be bad to say: Build the baths 
at once. 
In this clim ate especially are 


I they.needed. 
It is useless to talk o f the 
benefits of the exercise of sw im m ing—they 
are all conceded. 
In 8an Francisco there 
are four such baths. 
Every one pays 
largely on the investm ent. 
Now an associ­ 
ation has been formed for the purpose 
of erecting one at Butter and Stockton 
streets. 
The capital stock is $300,000, of 
which $150,000 is in the franchise and 
$150,000 for fitting up, pipes to salt water, 
engines, buildings, heating, etc. 
Nearly 
all the stock is subscribed and the investors 
calculate to m ake two per cent, a m onth. 
The inducem ents here are greater than in 
8an Francisco for sw im m ing baths, be­ 
cause the clim ate is warmer and there is 
need for the baths the ereater part of the 
year. 
H ence, in proportion to population, 
far more would use them here than in 
Ban Francisco. 
Therefore, the investm ent 
m ust pay. 
But the building m ust be at­ 
tractive, comfortable, clean,

team and anxious to see it play w inning ball 
For the purpose of accom plishing this object, 
being already in arrears over and above all gate 
receipts, in the support of th e team , we, as you 
see, inclose a subscription list and ask your aid 
but in so doing we m ake th is offer : Should you 
consider to place a m onthly subscription ol 18 
to our 
call, we w ill furnish 
you one re­ 
served seat in the special stand, free of charge, 
for each gam e. 
Any m onthly subscription, 
how ever, w ill 
be received w ith gratitude, 
and we ask co-operation In any am ount w hich 
you consider you can afford to contribute to this 
end. 
This subscription w ill be applied to paying 
the salary of a first-class pitcher, w ith whose 
aid we feel confident the pennant for the com ­ 
ing year can be won from the other clubs of the 
League by our team . 
The necessity for im m ediate financial aid 
drives us to offer these term s, and places us in 
th is em barrassing attitude for the tim e being. 
We fully recognized the responsibility of the 
undertaking w hen we undertook to place a 
team in the field, but not desiring to see Sacra­ 
m ento w ithout a representative in the League, 
and hoping th at our exertions would be lully 
appreciated by the Sacram ento ba-eball public, 
we have placed our-elves to the front, and find 
ourselves com pelled to seek this aid. 
We w ould ask you to give this proposition due 
consideration, and if possible let us hear from 
you by the return of your subscription list at an 
early date, signed by you, w hich, as before 
stated, w ill be highly appreciated by us. Yours

---------------- htreby agrees and guarantees to 
pay to the m anagers ot the Sacram ento Base­ 
ball Club, on the first day of each m outh, dur- 
th e season ol 1890, the sum of S 
per m onth 
lor the support and maiutenance of said team. 
If the assertion made in the circular by 
the managers, to the effect that they are 
financially distressed, is true, it will no 
doubt be received by the people of Sacra­ 
mento with considerable surprise, as it was 
never for a moment dreamed that the club 
was a burden on the hands of the manage­ 
ment, more par icularly at this time of the 
season, when the team is leading in the 
League race and drawing the largest crowds 
wherever it goes. If the Sacramento club 
is not making expenses, then the other 
clubs must be in a sadly worse condition. 
It is said that 'The Senators” are drawing 
$1.750 per month in salaries, and it is very 
reasonable to suppose that fourteen or fif­ 
teen games a month will net considerably 
more than this amount, or—to put it at a 
low figure—half as much again. Traveling 
expenses and other incidentals, such as 
advertising, gate keepers, etc, cannot cer­ 
tainly cut a very great figure in the expense 
column. Taken altogether, it is very diffi­ 
cult to understand how the finances are so 
low as the managers claim. 
The Sacramento club does not, appar­ 
ently, need another pitcher. No club in 
the League has three such men as Cough­ 
lin, Harper and Hoffman. The acquisition 
of another pitcher would entail a useless 
and extravagant expenditure of money. 
Both the local managers appear to be 
cheerful, and do not talk or act like men 
who were being crushed under a financial 
barden. As a matter of fact, there is at 
least one gentleman who takes a great in­ 
terest in baseball matters, and has all the 
financial backing that he might ask, wno 
would give a very handsome figure for the 
Sacramento League franchise if the pres­ 
ent managers should find that they are 
carrying too heavy a load. 
“There isn’t a team in the League,” said 
he recently to a R ecord U nio n reporter, 
“and they can't get up a team, that can 
take the pennant away from your club this 
season. You have some players that will 
stand second to none in the'great League 
teams of the East by the close of the 
season, and who will command big salaries 
next year.” 
In conclusion he said : "There are only 
two teams in the State League either of 
which I would care to own just now—that 
of Sacramento or the 
Oakland 
team. 
These two draw well wherever they play, 
and—don't you forget it—Sacramento is 
one of the best-paying of the League cities.” 
The present owners of the Sacramento 
League franchise are to be congratulated on 
their success as managers ol a baseball 
team. This success has been made possi­ 
ble by the liberal patronage that the peo­ 
ple of this city have extended to them, and 
they should not press the latter too hard. 
It may be that the financial returns have 
been disappointing, but if so the fact is one 
of the greatest .ocal surprises of the year.

By invitation of Assemblyman J. G. 
Murray, of Humboldt county, who is act­ 
ing as Assistant Superintendent of the 
Government work being done at the Paine 
break, on the Yolo levee, a representative 
of the R ecord-U nio n paid that much- 
published spot a visit yesterday. 
The original purpose of Major Heuer in 
applying to this pnrpos e a portion of the 
fnnds in his possession for use on the Sac­ 
ramento river, was not, as has been gen­ 
erally supposed, for the building of a 
water-tight ltvee, but to erect such a water- 
break as would deflect the current, or the 
larger portion thereof, into the main chan­ 
nel of the river, and thus scour out the 
bars that bad formed L'elow the break. To 
this end a contract was let to James Simp- 


s o d , of Eureka, Humboldt county, for tbe 
driving of two parallel rows of piles across 
the crevasse, properly secured, and filling 
in the inclosed space with brush mats, 
weighted down with sand-bags, to the 
hight of twenty-three feet above low-water 
mark. 
After making the necessary soundings, 
Mr. Simpson, in order to establish the ac­ 
curacy of the contract survey, began work 
at the end of the great crevasse with a 
floating pile-driver, but was compelled to 
abandon that method of procedure by rea­ 
son of the great strength -of the current 
which surged through the gap, and to 
transfer his operations to the shore. The 
contract called for the use of piles of an 
average length of thirty feet, which, it was 
estimated, would furnish ample strength 
against the rusbiDg torrent; but, soon after 
a few were placed in position, it was found 
they would not answer, and Captain Bal- 
lantyne. United States Inspector, who was 
in charge of the work, ordered a discontin­ 
uance until such 
time 
as 
the 
con­ 
tractor could procure piles sixty feet in 
length, or double the length of those speci­ 
fied in the plans. 
Another difficulty here presented it­ 
self in the rising of the river, which 
greatly 
increased 
the 
volume 
and 
velocity of 
the 
stream. 
As 
an in­ 
stance of the 
difficult nature of the 
work, Mr. Simpson explained, with a sigh, 
that one pile, which had taken a force of 
•twelve men seven hours to place in posi­ 
tion, popped up out of its place and floated 
off. Still, in spite of all obstacles, the great 
work had nearly been completed. Major 
Heuer has ordered an additional layer of 
brush and bags, to render it more compact. 
In the construction of this work, which 
is 1,100 feet in length, some 550 piles have 
been driven, and about 60,000 bags of sand, 
4,410 cords of brush mattresses aDd nearly 
100,000 feet of lumber employed to brace 
and strengthen it. 
Every portion of the detail, in addition 
to the supervision of Messrs. Simpson and 
Murray, has been personally inspected by 
Captain Baliantvne, and this duty was 
thoroughly performed, as it included the 
measurement of every cord of brush, the 
counting of every pile and piece of lumber 
used thereon, after which it was further 
inspected by Majar Heuer. 
The work was not done for the purpose 
of ornamentation, but with an intent to 
great strength and endurance, and will af­ 
ford a secure facing for such levee as will 
have to be built back of it when the water 
falls sufficiently to permit.

Tha C hild N ow on a ste a m e r B ou n d for 
San F ra n cisco . 


N ew Y o r k , July 1 7 th .— The Times pays : 
W hen JobnC. Connolly kidnaped his little 
niece Violet Nevine as she was walking 
along Glengary road, near Dublin, Ireland, 
with her cousin. Miss Martin, about a 
month ago, and shipped the child off to its 
m other’s Roman 
Catholic relatives 
in 
America, in care of the stewardess of the 
steamer State of Indiana, he probably 
thought that he had done a very clever 
piece of work. 
Connelly had been proceeded against by 
the child's Protestant relatives in Ireland, 
and has been ordered by an Irish Judge to 
produce the child in Court. Conuelly has 
a very difficult task before him to secure 
the return of Violet, for it has beeu ascer­ 
tained that she is now on her way to Cali­ 
fornia relatives, one a married woman in 
San Francisco, and the other 8ister Alexis 
of Fort Dodge, and is m aking the trip on 
the steamer San Marcos by way of Panama. 
After arriving in this city in charge of 
the stewardess of the steamer State of In ­ 
diana, Violet was taken to St. Joseph’s 
Home, which is in charge of the Sisters of 
Mercy. After the fact of her having been 
kidnaped was published, a new retreat was 
found for her with friends, pending the 
expected arrival of friends from San Fran­ 
cisco to escort her to her Western home. 
Weeks passed without any of them puttiDg 
in an appearance, and finally Violet's aunt 
in San F ran cisco wrote to the Sisters of 
Mercy in th is city, stating that no one 
could come to New York for the child, and 
asking that she be sent to her destination 
in the care of some trustw orthy person. 
The latter, how ever, failed to inclose any 
remittance for Violet’s outfit or expenses. 
The Sisters of Mercy in this city ad­ 
vanced the necessary funds. Sister Aloy- 
seus, who had taken the deepest interest in 
Violet d u r i D g her stay in this city, decided 
to send her by way of Panam a. She ac­ 
companied the little one on board the 
steamer San Marcos and delivered her to 
the stewardess. 
A Scotch lady and her husband, who 
were making the trip in the same steamer, 
became interested in the child, and prom ­ 
ised the sister to help care for her during 
the voyage, which will last about twenty 
days. 
Besides paying her passage, the Sisters of 
Mercy purchased for Violet an entire new 
outfit of clothes, and she started on her 
voyage to the Pacific much better equipped 
than on her arrival in this city. Her im ­ 
mediate destination is the convent <>f the 
Sisters of Mercy at Oakland, where she will 
rem ain until the excitement of her abduc­ 
tion has subsided, when she will be given 
a home with her aunt in San Francisco. 
W illiam Lane Booker, the British Con­ 
sul in this city, thinks that if the facts are 
as stated, there will he little trouble about 
Violet’s extradition.

S t. P a u l , July 17th.— At the Farm ers’ 
Alliance and United Labor Convention this 
morning, the first business was the report 
of the Committee on Resolutions, which 
was adopted. It dem ands that the "w ar 
tarifl” be radically revised and especially 
denounced the McKinley bill as 
“ the 
crowning infam y of protection;” demands 
Government control of the railroads; favors 
an increase in the volum e of money, and 
demands the free coinage of silver. 
The first ballot for candidate for Governor 
resulted: 
Ignatius Donnelly 172. R. J. 
H all 170, K nute Nelson 56, Daniel Buck 17, 
General J. H. Baket 5, Pinkham and Gam­ 
ble 3 each, and Owen, Rahtlly, Herrington 
and Armstrong 1 each. 
The afternoon session was exciting, at 
which there was an expression of bitter­ 
ness on the part of one faction of the Alli­ 
ance against the leaders ot another, but the 
ticket finally nom inated is supposed to be 
fully acceptable to all, although there are 
those who doubt this. 
The first ballot of the afternoon resulted: 
H all 232, Donnelly 229, Buck 6, Owen 10. 
Baker 5, Dalrym ple 3. 
Upon the announcem ent of the vote 
Donnelly took the floor in the interest of 
harm ony. H e believed the nom ination of 
H all to be inadvisable, and would result 
injuriously to the Alliance. H all had pub­ 
licly iDsulted him by ordering him to keep 
away from the District Convention, and his 
(Donnelly’s) friends would not forget it. 
He considered a compromise advisable, 
and propoaed as a compromise candidate 
P. H. Rahilly. 
H all released his friends from supporting 
him , favoring a compromise candidate. 
Any result would be wholly satisfactory to 
him . 
Finally, after much confusion, the roll 
call was resumed. Few votes were cast for 
either H all or Donnelly, as the current was 
all in the direction of 8. M. Owens, editor 
of the Farmer, Stock and Home, published in 
Minneapolis. 
W hen it was apparent that a majority 
had been cast for him , General Baker 
moved that the nom ination 
be 
made 
unanim ous, and the Convention so ordered. 
Donnelly made a speech warmly com m ent­ 
ing the character and standing of the 
candidate. 
W ithout further trouble, the ticket was 
completed, as follows: Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor, J. O. Barrett of Brow n’s Valley; Sec­ 
retary of State, M. W esenberg of D uluth 
(a Scandinavian); State Auditor, P. H , 
Rahilly of W abasha county; 8tate Treas­ 
urer, Eric Matterson of La Quiparle; At­ 
torney-General, J. M. Burlingame, of Owat- 
tona. 
After providing for the selection of an 
Executive Committee, the first political 
convention of the Farm ers’ Alliance and 
labor organizations of M innesota then ad­ 
journed sine die. 


T H E G R E A T SUNOL. 


Mr. B on n er C onfident th a t She w ill H ave 
a W a lk o v er w ith B e lle H am U n. 
N ew York, July 17lh.—Sunol will soon 
meet both Belle H am liu and Axtell. Rob­ 
ert Bonner is jubilant over the prospect of 
a match between Sunol and Belle H am lin. 
He said : "W e have as yet received no re- 
jly from H am lin, but there is every proba­ 
bility that the match will take place, and 
we were not willing to run Sunol at Buffalo 
for insignificant purses, just to oblige Ham­ 
lin. But we are anxious for a match 
against Belle H am lin for the sum stated— 
$10,000 a tide and all the gate money, 
"It is almost certain lhat Sunol can play 
with Belle Ham lin, an old mare with a 
record of 2:12i.
